Session by the following gracious speech: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you to the Third Session 
of the Sixth Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta. 


The people of this Province have shared the anxiety of the 
peoples of the Empire during the recent serious illness of His 
Majesty King George the Fifth. They rejoice at the progress he 
has made towards recovery and earnestly trust that he will soon 

_be restored to health and strength. 


It is very gratifying to note the steady improvement in eco- 
nomic conditions throughout the Province generally. The de- 
mand for labour has exceeded that of any previous year, while - 
there has been a substantial development along industrial lines. 
The present indications are such as to warrant a confident belief 
in the continuation of sound and profitable expansion of indus- 
trial and mercantile undertakings, accompanied by an improve- 
ment in subsidiary businesses, trades and professions. 


Notwithstanding the serious damage occasioned by frost and 
the lower price level prevailing for our principal agricultural 
product, the produce of the farm for the past year is estimated 
to yield a sum $30,000,000 in excess of the average return for the 
past decade. The Province’s reputation as a country where high 
standard grain and stock can be produced has been enhanced by 
the continued success of Alberta Exhibitors at the Toronto Royal 
Show and the Chicago International Show. The encouragement 
of the use of good seed, of the improvement in methods of culti- 
vation and of the adoption of adequate methods of dealing with 
noxious weeds is being actively promoted by my Government. 


The coal-mining industry of the Province continues to make 

; substantial progress, the production of coal in 1928 exceeding 

that of any previous year. The endeavour tc obtain the Ontario 

market for Alberta coal is now in the second of the three years 

during which coal may be moved east at the special rate. Last 

year initial difficulties were encountered which impeded the 

movement, and it was found that the time for shipments at the 

special rate was insufficient. With the extension of the shipping 

period and the removal of the first difficulties encountered, it is 

_ to be hoped that the efforts of the industry will be successful in 
winning and keeping a market in Ontario for Alberta coal. 


The development of the oil fields of the Province indicates 
that this important activity has passed the experimental stage 
and is well on the way to becoming an established industry. 


In accordance with the intimation given to this House during 

____ the last Session, my Ministers have enquired and considered the 
4 needs of the Province in the matter of Old Age Pensions, as well 
- ag the problems involved in framing and financing a scheme 
Ey ~ suited to the needs and circumstances of the Province and in con- 


t 
1) oe 
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formity with The Old Age Pensions Act of the Dominion. A 
Bill for the purpose of providing Old Age Pensions will be 
brought before you for your consideration. 


As a result of negotiations conducted by my Ministers since 
the last Session an agreement has been arrived at with the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Company whereby that Company and the 
Canadian National Railways may become joint purchasers of 
the railways now operated by the Government of the Province. 
This agreement is conditional upon its being ratified by this 
House, the Parliament of Canada, and the shareholders of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company. Details of the agreement 
will be laid before you for your consideration, together with the 
necessary legislation providing for its ratification and execution. 


During the year negotiations for the transfer to the Province 
of its Natural Resources were continued by my Ministers and 
as a result new proposals have been made by the Government of 
Canada. These proposals will be submitted to you in detail at 
an early date for your consideration. 


With a view to securing greater uniformity and fairness in 
the assessment of land throtghout the Province, it is proposed 
to provide for the appointment of a Board which will have gen- 
eral control over assessments, will hear appeals, and will de- 
termine a fair assessment for Provincial purposes,. A Bull for 
this purpose will be submitted for your consideration. 


Substantial progress was made during the year in carrying 
forward the Provincial highway programme. At the close of the 
year gravel surfacing had been completed on approximately six 
hundred miles, while an additional six hundred miles had been 
constructed to standard grade. It is the opinion of my Ministers 
that the growing highway needs of the Province make necessary 
a revision of the existing classification of roads and highways 
and a Bill will be submitted for your consideration providing 
for such re-classification. You will also be asked to make pro- 
vision for an increased programme of highway construction for 
the current year, and, for the purpose of meeting the increased 
expenditure required for such a programme, you will be asked 
to consider a Bill to increase the tax on the consumption of gaso- 
line. 


The Public Health of the community continues to receive the 
most careful attention of my Ministers, and amongst other ac- 
tivities it is proposed to supplement remedial measures by pre- 
ventive and safeguarding methods, by making provision by which 
District Health Units may be established. A Bill to amend The 
Public Health Act, containing the provisions necessary for the 
carrying out of these proposals, will be placed before you. The 
report of the commission appointed by my Government to enquire 
into the administration of the Mental Institutions of the Prov- 
ince will be submitted at an early date. You will be asked to 
make provision for the expansion of these Institutions as well 
as for increased hospitalization facilities generally. 


A Bill for the purpose of amending and consolidating the 
School law of the Province will be submitted for your consider- 
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ation. Included in the Bill are a number of proposals designed 


-to improve the educational system of the Province, particularly 


in the rural areas. 


It is with particular satisfaction that I refer to the progress 
made by the Alberta Government Telephones. As a result of the 
operation of this utility, sufficient revenue was earned during the 
past year to make it unnecessary to have recourse to the subven- 
tion provided by Statute, while full provision has been made 
for depreciation and maintenance reserve. 


The improvement in general conditions, and the consequent 
development of the Province, make probable the institution of 
many new urban centres and the substantial expansion of the 
centres now existing. There is a general realization of the ne- 
cessity for the orderly, convenient and comely development of all 
such centres and for the development of the Province generally 
in such a manner as to preserve its natural beauty. A Bill will 
be submitted containing provisions for this purpose, framed 
according to modern practice and ideals. 


Under the authority conferred by The Natural Resources 
Research Act passed at the last Session of this House, arrange- 
ments are being made by my Ministers for survey work to be 
carried on this year, which it is hoped will considerably advance 
the development of the northern part of the Province. This pro- 
gramme will involve more intensive research into the problems 
presented by the bituminous sands, the determination of the salt 
resources, soil, timber and mineral surveys, with a special survey 
into the water supply in certain districts adjacent to Peace River. 


Realizing the inadequacy of The Companies Act of this 
Province to its commercial and industrial needs, my Ministers, 
for some time past, have had under preparation a complete re- 
vision of the law affecting Joint Stock Companies. A Bill de- 
signed to meet present-day requirements will be submitted for 
your consideration. 


A number of measures will be brought before you dealing 
with matters of general importance, and also for the purpose of 
amending existing Statutes. Amongst them will be a Bill to 
amend The Vehicles and Highway Traflic Act, providing for the 
registration and licensing of all drivers of motor vehicles. 


The Annual Reports of the various Departments of the Gov- 
ernment will be presented to the House in due course. 

The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year, and the Estimates 
for expenditure for the current fiscal year, will be submitted for 


-your consideration. In the preparation of the Estimates due 


regard has been had to the need for continued economy with 
respect to the public service and public works. 

I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full 
confidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and 
responsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare and 
progress of the Province. 


And I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your 


work.

Having regard to the objection voiced by the Minister yester- 
day in his conference with my colleagues and myself, with refer- 
ence to the application of the Province for the above sites, and 
having regard to your urgent need for additional power and also 
to the present uncertainty as to the Spray site, I feel it is not 
in the public interest that the Province should continue to urge 


its objection to your application—so as to delay construction 


and development work. So far as the Province is concerned, I 
am now prepared to consent to your application being granted. 


Further realizing your pressing need I am satisfied that the 
Minister of the Interior shall expedite any grant, license or per- 
mission to enable you to proceed immediately to construction and 
development. So far as the Province is concerned I am also 
willing that any preliminary steps such as advertising, etc., 
should be waived and you be given such permission as will enable 
you to proceed immediately on your programme of construction. 


I understand from you that you agree that the Province will 
have the same right of recapture as would the Dominion have 
under any agreement, license or permission that may be granted 
you under the provisions of The Water Power Act. The only 
special clause I therefore require is as follows, or to like effect: 

“This license or permission is granted subject to. the 

proviso that His Majesty in the right of the Province of 

_ Alberta shall have the same right to acquire and Himself 

possess the works and properties on the above site as His 

Majesty in the right of the Dominion would have under 

and by virtue of the terms and conditions under which 
this license or permission is granted.” 

When the formal agreement is drafted would you kindly sub- 
mit it to me for final approval of the wording of this clause? 

It is understood that you will not at present ask for any other 


concession, right or privilege, with respect to the Bow River 
under The Water Power Act without notice to the Province. 
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It is also understood that you will write the Minister with 
reference to the Spray Lakes in accordance with our agreement 
reached tonight. 

As I shall not be present tomorrow when you meet the Min- 
ister, I trust you will inform him of our agreement respecting — 
the above.

To this Bill the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly in the following words: 


“His Honour the Lieutenant Governor doth thank His Ma- 
jesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence, and 


assents to this Bill in His Majesty’s name.’ 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor was: then pleased £105 Fos 


deliver the following speech: 
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“MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE 


LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 
“J value the more highly the privilege of closing this Third 
Session of the Sixth Legislature since it affords me the oppor- 
tunity of congratulating you on the devotion you have displayed 
in the accomplishment of your tasks. 

“T feel that I am promoting the common welfare of our Prov- 
ince in sanctioning the laws which you have adopted, after deep 
reflection and prolonged deliberation. 

“In the name of His Majesty, I thank you for the liberal 
supply which you have granted to enable the different Depart- 
ments of the Government to meet the many needs of our people. 

“It is now my duty to declare this Third Session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly closed. In doing so, it is my earnest wish that 
Divine Providence may continue to bestow its blessing upon this 
Province and upon each of you in your respective homes.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“Tt is His Honour the Lieutenant Governor’s will and pleasure 
that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued, and this Legis- 


-lative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”

SIRS: 

Since receipt of your joint telegram of the 10th March, Hon. Mr. Smith 
and I have discussed our provincial railway situation with each of you in 
Montreal and during our interviews have intimated to you the position of 
this Government with respect thereto. 


We have informed you that since Mr. Callaghan’s valuation was pre- 
pared, upon which we have so far been basing our estimate of a fair sale 
price, we have been obliged to make very substantial commitments which 
we feel would have to be taken into consideration in any sale of the Ed- 
monton, Dunvegan and British Columbia Railway. We have gathered from 
our conversations with you in Montreal that you would not be unwilling 
to consider these additional commitments. 


We have, further, in all our interviews consistently taken the position 
that we would not care to dispose of the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British 
Columbia Railway or the Central Canada Railway without, at the same 
time, disposing of the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway. Although 
these railways were originally constructed under separate charters we have 
considered them as in fact one railway system for the development of the 
north country and we are of the opinion that in the future development 
of that part of the Province the two railways must be considered together. 
In any event, if we have to maintain a railway department for the purpose 
of operating the latter railway we would not care to dispose of the former, 
especially as the rapid development of the Peace River country has resulted 
in an apparent operating surplus for the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British 
Columbia Railway not substantially less in amount than the amount by 
which your joint offer would relieve the interest burden of the Province. 


In the understanding which was apparently reached by your respective 
companies, leading to the original joint offer, it was apparently arranged 
that the Canadian National Railways should make an offer for the Alberta 
and Great Waterways Railway. As we have said in a previous letter, we 
were not, and are not a party to the negotiations between your companies 
leading to the joint offer or any arrangement incidental thereto, but in any 
event we have been informed by the Canadian National Railways that the 
offer for the purchase of the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway made 
by that company under date of January 30th, 1928, cannot be improved. 
As this offer not only fails to take into consideration any potential develop- 
ment of the territory served by this provincial railway, but also in terms 
proposes annual payments on interest account less than the railway is now 
earning, it offers no inducement to the Government to part with the lines. 

We therefore feel we are unable to accept your joint offer for the 
purchase of the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia Railway.

I was of the opinion that 
a joint purchase was in the interests of all parties but the price we offered 
was as high as could be made on joint account. The attempt to make a 
joint purchase has therefore been abandoned.

This offer is conditional on: 


(1) That existing traffic, terminal, telegraph and express agreements be- 
tween any of the companies and the Canadian National Railways may 
be terminated on three months’ notice, and that notice of cancellation 
shall be given immediately on this proposal being accepted by your 
Government. 


(2) The Railways, their outstanding shares and their properties shall be 
transferred and any expense involved in acquiring good title to the 
property of the railways shall be set off against the purchase price. 


(83) Except as to bond issues above referred to, the assets transferred shali 
be free of encumbrance or claims of any kind by the Government or 
others and the Province of Alberta shall indemnify this Company and 
the Railways purchased in respect thereof. All accounts receivable 
and payable shall be adjusted as of date possession is taken. The out- 
standing bonds and securities of the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway shall remain outstanding until maturity, but the Province 
shall indemnify this Company and the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway Company in respect thereof. 

(4) That this offer be accepted or rejected immediately. If it is accepted, 
our solicitors and local officers will be instructed to confer with your 
Department of Railways in the preparation of the necessary agreement. 


While, as I have said, the negotiations for a joint purchase have ter- 
minated, I desire to be in a position, if this offer is accepted, to make an 
offer to the Canadian National Company to permit it to join in the pur- 
chase on terms of assuming half the obligations and receiving half the 
benefits. I*should therefore like it to be understood that if you accept the 
proposal the Canadian National will be allowed, if it chooses to do so, to 
acquire a half interest on the terms above mentioned at any time prior to 
the execution of the agreement but not later than December 31st, 1928. 

Of course, if the proposed transaction is to be consummated, it will 
be necessary to have it confirmed by the Company’s shareholders and by 
legislation. It should therefore be understood that both parties will take 
whatever steps may be necessary and will join in applying for legislation.

As I see from the public press you are to have another parley with) Am 
Hon. MacKenzie King about the natural resources of Alberta, I io con- a 
strained to write you. . 
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You should re-read the pamphlet published by me in January, 1928. 
It was designed to remove the antagonism of the East; and it has done 
that and more. It has completely changed the viewpoint of the Eastern 
Press, which is now more urgent for the return of the Natural Resources 
to the Western Provinces than are the Western Provinces themselves. That 
is a wonderful thing. 


I sent you a copy of this pamphlet in February last, but never got 
an acknowledgment. 


The urge is now on the Federal Government from the Eastern Prov- 
inces, especially Ontario and Quebec. I shot the lever there in 1927, having 
become disgusted with the lackadaisical attitude of the Western Provincial 
Governments whose rights—regardless of parties—I have been fighting 
since 1919. Everything I advanced about the question is now admitted. I 
effaced Mr. Lafleur’s opinion. It is dead. 


The Federal Government has now to re-knit the Constitution which it 
shattered or ruptured by the retention of the Provincial Land—by the 
appropriation of it as Dominion Land contrary to the B.N.A. Act 1867. 
The compensation is a totally different matter. 


The Manitoba Commission or Arbitration may be highly implicatory 
of the other two Provinces; and Mr. Justice Turgeon, as Dominion Arbi- 
trator, will resort to every device to reduce the compensation to a minimum. 
Every dollar he takes off in Manitoba will be equivalent to taking off a 
dollar in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 


I have advised the Government here it should safeguard its rights. 


In returning the land, there can be no slicing and no retention. It must 
go over to the Province in toto; and it cannot be saddled with any Trust 
created since 1905, or indeed by any Trust whenever created which the 
Provincial Legislature could not over-ride and abrogate. The legislation 
—about the school lands—which is called the Trust—is in The Dominion 
Land Act. It is only legislation in a sphere which now admittedly the 
Dominion usurped; and when the Provincial Lands vest in Alberta, the 
Legislature, if it wishes, can alter or repeal the Dominion legislation. The 
only Trust or tangle—attempted tangle—is in Section 17 of the Alberta 
Act as to the application of school funds “indiscriminately.”

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Speaking broadly, it is proposed to transfer to Alberta the natural » 
resources in their entirety with the exception of those areas now set apart 
for Park purposes. , 

_ With regard to mineral rights in National Parks within the Province,. 
it is proposed to place Alberta on the same footing as the other Provinces 
of the Dominion. 


With respect to the School Lands Trust Fund and the school lands, it 
is proposed that these shall pass to the administration of the Province, 
but shall be set aside and continue to be administered by the Province for 
the support of schools organized and carried on therein in accordance with 
the laws of the Province, but in compliance with the letter and spirit of 


_ the constitution. 


Following the transfer to Alberta of the natural resources, it is pro- 
posed to continue to pay to the Province of Alberta the present annual 
subsidy in lieu of lands, of $562,500.00, with the understanding, of course, 
that increases in the subsidy to the Province as provided for pending the 
administration of the natural resources by the Dominion Government, shall 
cease upon the transfer of the resources to the Province. 


As for the present reference to the courts of Section 17 of the Alberta 
Act, the matter is before the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, but 
Their Lordships have expressed the view that there should be an appellant 
party other than the Dominion Government whose contentions were upheld 
by the unanimous judgment of the Supreme Court of Canada. We under- 


stand that your Province does not wish to appear in the capacity of an 


appellant in this reference. We will consider further the advisability of 
our Government taking steps with a view to having this appeal proceeded 
with, in order to secure a decision of the Privy Council in the matter. 


It should be understood that these proposals now made to the Province 
of Alberta have been very carefully considered by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, and are not subject to further modification by correspondence. It is 
our hope that the Government of Alberta will see in this offer an indica- 


tion of the sincere desire of the Dominion Government to arrange an early 


settlement of this long-standing question.

Dear Mr. Thompson: 


Your letter of the 29th ult. came to hand while I was in the East and 
has just been brought to my attention. 

May I say that I have had a high regard for the opinions which you 
have expressed from time to time with reference to the validity of the 
sections of the Provincial Acts dealing with the natural resources, and have 
considerable sympathy with the conclusions reached. 

I have felt, however, that even if the Province should be successful 
in such an action in Court, an accounting is an impossibility, having regard 
to the thousands of details that would have to be examined, and that in 
the last result some bargain would have to be reached with the Federal 
Government, and if a satisfactory bargain could be reached, without liti- 
gation, so much the better. 

I feel that there is a disposition on the part of the Federal Government 
to finally deal with this vexed question and in a manner that may be 
acceptable to the Province. We will probably know the views of the Gov- 
ernment in a short time.

Dear Mr. Brownlee: : 
I have today received your letter of the 29th of December, and I take 
the opportunity of enclosing you a pamphlet on “Canada’s National Status.” 


It is a matter of great public interest at the present time; and, like our 
own Premier here, you may be called upon to give an address regarding it. 


The last paragraph, however, is the one that particularly concerns the 
subject of the Natural Resources. It was the presentation of this view 
stated in the last paragraph-—that the Territorial Sovereignty of this coun- 
try had been changed by Dominion enactments with regard to Western 
land, and the Provinces carved out of it—that had the effect of arousing 
Eastern Canada and converting the Eastern Press into strong supporters 
of the restitution to the Western Provinces of their land and Territorial 
Sovereignty. 

You have in my last letter of the 29th of November really all I want 
to urge. The right of each Province to its own land from the beginning 
is admitted. The compensation and how it is to be adjusted or ascertained 
are the questions that are most critical for both you and Premier Gardiner; 
but you should not, I submit, base your claim for compensation upon any 
minimum of what you would possibly accept. I would suggest that you do 
what Manitoba has done—ask for an accounting from the beginning, and 
then agree, as a substitute for that, to accept payment in perpetuity of a 
certain sum; but I do think that you and Premier Gardiner ought to work 
together. Your cases are identical, and I know that there are large bodies, 
both from Ontario and Quebec, who will in the next Parliament insist 
upon the restoration of the land. They have written-voluminous letters 
on the subject, having at last been convinced that their Constitution of 1867 
was ruptured into pieces when the lands were first retained, and they are 
determined to reunite Canada by returning the land. 


But I wish to draw your attention particularly to this: 


This question having been won on the Constitutional Right, the in- 
herent and unalienable Right of the Province to its land, there can be no 
compromise on that—no reservations. Any areas the Dominion wants as 
public parks, etc., must be regranted or re-leased back from the Province 
after its own ab initio Right is declared by Parliament. That would still 
leave the Provincial Sovereignty intact. All Crown rights in the Province. 
The compensation cannot be compromised by the Dominion “retaining” any- 
thing. Its “retainer” would give it no better title than it has under its 
wholesale retained by the Alberta Act. And its retainer under the Alberta 
» Act is a fraud on the Constitution. 

That is what I have contended for since 1919; and have now won. All 
my antagonists, including Mr. Lafleur, K.C., have spiked their guns and 
fled the field.

Dear Sir: 


I have now to reply to your letter of the 7th instant. 


A question has arisen in regard to the proposed amendment of the 
resolution adopted by the House of Commons, now approved by Chapter 69 
of the Statutes of Alberta, Section 2, in the words following: 


~ 2. The agreement with the Dominion of Canada set out in the schedule 
hereto is hereby approved, the following provisions to form part thereof: 


“(a) That the school lands fund to be transferred to the Province as 
in the said agreement provided, and such of the school lands 
specified in Section 39 of tha Dominion Lands Act, being Chapter 
20 of seven and eight, Edward the Seventh and amending statutes, 
as pass to the administration of the Province under the terms of 
the said agreement, shall be set aside and shall continue to be 
administered by the Province in accordance, mutatis mutandis, with 
the provisions of Sections 39 and 42 of The Dominion Lands Act, 
for the support of schools organized and carried on therein in 
accordance with the law of the Province.” 


I understand that you have agreed to amend this clause by substituting 
the word “laws” for the word “law,” and it is proposed that you should 
qualify the clause by adding the words “but in compliance with the letter 
and spirit of the Constitution.” 


The resolution introduced in the House of Commons on the 18th day 
of March, 1926, was similar except the concluding words. 


There is a variance between the resolution and the section as approved 
in the Act respecting the Transfer of Public Lands, the resolution requiring 
conformity with the provisions of Section 17 of the Alberta Act, Chapter 3 
of the statutes of 1905, while the section passed by the Legislature of the 
Province of Alberta, used only the words “the law of the Province.” 


Some exception to the words just quoted has been taken and the Prov- 
ince has agreed to amend Section 2(a) by substituting the word “laws” for 
the word “law” and are requested to consent to add the words “But in com- 
pliance with the letter and spirit of the Constitution.” 

This is, of course, adding words of uncertain meaning instead of the 
definite words used in the resolution, but I do not understand that you wish 


further comment on this. 


Your question is: 


1. With regard to the effect of the form as proposed upon the right of 
any person affected to challenge the validity of this section; and 


2. Whether such right is affected by the fact that a reference to the 
Supreme Court of Canada under Section 60 of The Supreme Court Act 
has already been made by the Dominion Government resulting in an opinion 
by that Court that Section 17 is in itself not beyond the competence of the 
Parliament of Canada. 

In the case of Alberta you have the advantage of being referred by 
Section 2 (a) to the particular statutes which regulate the law and practice 
as to Separate Schools as they existed in the territory. 

1. As to the first question: 

The words, “But in compliance with the letter and spirit of the Consti- 
tution,” I think primarily refer to The British North America Act and 
amending Acts and the Provincial Acts, as they have been interpreted in 
various decisions of the Courts, and these authorities must in the end be 
appealed to. I do not know of any other law or constitutional doctrine which 
is applicable. 


The important cases for consideration are those which have been de- 


: cided in regard to the school laws of other Provinces, see:

These you have no doubt perused and considered. 


The most important is that of the Roman Catholic Separate School 
Trustees v. the King, an appeal arising in the Province of Ontario. I as 
refer to the different reports in which it may be found: ee

I have said that the words “but -in compliance with the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution,” primarily referred to The British North America 
Act and amending Acts. The judgments above referred to I think make it 
clear that there is no possibility of redress by action in the Courts upon 
the principle of ultra vires, except by appeal to these Acts and the Provincial 
Act, upon the ground that the Provincial legislation is beyond the pow EES, 
of the Province. 


In the Tiny case, 1928, A.C. p. 388, it is said: 


“In Their Lordships’ view in the fact of the provisions referred 

to, it is impossible to contend successfully that it was ultra vires 

after Confederation to make new appropriations out of the grants 

which would diminish what would otherwise have come to the 
appellants. Whether the case is looked at from the point of view : 
of regulation, or whether it is regarded from that of discretion : 3 
in power of appropriation, the result is the same. : 

“Tt is indeed true that power to regulate merely does not imply 
a power to abolish. But the controversy with which this Board 
has to deal on the present occasion is a long way from abolition. 
It may be that the new laws will hamper the freedom of the 
Roman Catholics in their denominational schools. They may con- - 
ceivably be or have been subjected to injustice of a kind that they 
can submit to the Governor General in Council, and through him to 
the Parliament of Canada. But they are still left with the Sep- | 
arate Schools, which are none the less actual because the liberty ; 
of giving secondary and higher education in them may be abridged : 
by regulation.” 


The question is a difficult one owing to its novelty, but my opinion is © 
that these words do not affect the powers of the Provincial Legislature to 
deal with the subject of education so long as the legislation and regulations 
do not contravene the limits fixed by the laws in force at the time of the 
passing of the Alberta Act so as to make them subject to being set aside 
by any judgment of the Court upon the principle of ultra vires as defined 
in the quotation from the Tiny case. 


After much consideration, and after perusal again of the judgment in . 
the Tiny case, I think the intention in desiring the insertion of the words 
“but in compliance with the letter and spirit of the Constitution” is to give - 
sanction to an appeal to the Governor General in Council, as if Section 93

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I think that the amendment suggested may affect the powers of the 
Provincial Legislature, and may subject the Province of Alberta to such 
appeals as those referred to in the Brophy case, and will not have the same 
effect as if the words should be deleted. The words are important and afford 
standing ground for a serious argument as to the application of Section 93 
of The British North America Act, by appealing under Section 93 (3) to 
the Governor General in Council from any act or decision of any Provincial 
authority, or by applying under Section 93 (4) for remedial legislation. 


As to the second question: 


The reference by the Dominion Government to the Supreme Court of 
Canada as to Section 17 was made under the authority of Section 60 of 
the Supreme Court Act which provides inter alia that important questions 
of law or fact touching: 


(a) The interpretation of The British North America Acts, 1867-1886; 


(6) The constitutionality or interpretation of any Dominion or Pro- 
vincial legislation— 
may be referred by the Governor in Council to the Supreme Court of Canada 
for hearing and considering, and by sub-section 2 a duty is cast upon the 
Court to hear, consider and answer any such questions so referred; and to 
certify to the Governor in Council for his information its opinion with the 
reasons for each such answer. 


By sub-section 2 ‘“‘The opinion of the Court upon any such reference 
is advisory only, but may for the purpose of appeal be treated as a final 
judgment of the Court.”

RE SECTION 17 ALBERTA ACT 


I am asked whether in my opinion the right to challenge the validity 
of Section 17 of The Alberta Act would be affected if the legislation ratify- 
ing the agreement for the transfer of public lands to the Province of 
Alberta contains a provision similar to Section 2 (a) of Chapter 69 of 
the Alberta Statutes, 1926, but amended at the end to read “in accordance 
with the laws of the Province but in compliance with the letter and spirit 
of the Constitution.” I am instructed that it is proposed to have confirming 
legislation passed by the Provincial, Dominion and Imperial Parliament 
and it is suggested that the words “but in compliance with the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution” would be regarded by the Courts as mere sur- 
plusage and would have no effect should an appeal be taken to the Privy 
Council from the recent judgment of the Supreme Court upholding the 
validity of Section 17. 


_My opinion is that if these words were added and included in legislation 
passed by the Imperial Parliament it would involve such a recognition by 
the Imperial Parliament of the validity of Section 17 that an appeal to the 
Privy Council might as well be abandoned. 


The chief difficulty in reaching a conclusion as to whether Section 17 
is or is not ultra vires is to determine the precise meaning that ought to 
be given to the word “Constitution” as it appears in Section 2 of The 
British North America Act, 1871. Does the word refer to such matters 
only as are comprised in part 5 of The British North America Act, 1867 or 
does it extend to the matters dealt with in part 6 where a distribution 
is made of legislative authority as between the Dominion and the Provinces. 
My opinion, as expressed in May last, is that the word has the narrow 

rather than the broad meaning. The word is, however, of somewhat doubt- 

ful meaning and if an Imperial Act having ‘any bearing on Section 17 is 

- passed before the appeal as to the validity of Section 17 is heard by the 

_ Privy Council, I am confident that the Privy Council would give full effect 
to it in their judgment. - 
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What then would be the position of legislation such as the Alberta 
Section 2 (a) with the suggested addition were now passed by the Imperial 
Parliament? There would then be a direct reference to the ‘‘Constitution” 
of the Province of Alberta as something that could be found set out in 
express terms and containing provisions affecting the distribution of moneys 
for school purposes. Otherwise the last words of the proposed section 
would have no effect. The added words would be read as imposing a limi- 
tation on the full legislative power of Alberta with regard to the distribu- 
tion of school funds. They would, I think, be taken to refer to the Consti- 
tution as set out in The Alberta Act in which case the whole Act including 


Section 17 must be treated as valid. In other words, I see little, if any, © 


difference in result between using the expression contained in the Dominion 
Resolution of March 18th, 1926 ‘‘in accordance with the provisions of Section 
17 of The Alberta Act” and using the expression “but in compliance with the 
letter and spirit of the Constitution.” 


If, however, Section 17 should notwithstanding the inclusion of such 
words in the validating legislation be declared invalid, a serious question 
would arise as to the effect to be given to the words on any application 
for remedial legislation by the Dominion under Section 93 of The British 
North America Act, 1867. My opinion is that if the agreement is validated 
by Acts containing the proposed words, such legislation would be a circum- 
stance the Dominion might properly consider when determining whether it 
should accede to an application for remedial legislation.

SECTION 93 OF THE BRITISH NORTH AMERICA ACT 1867 AS 
VARIED BY SECTION 17 OF THE ALBERTA ACT 


Section 17 of The Alberta Act is in tha following terms: 


17. Section 93 of The British North America Act, 1867, shall apply 
to the said Province, with the substitution for paragraph (1) of the said 
section 93 of the following paragraph: 

“(1) Nothing in any such law shall prejudicially affect any right or 
privilege with respect to the separate schools which any class of persons 
have at the date of the passing of this Act under the terms of Chapters 29 
and 30 of the Ordinances of the North-West Territories, passed in the year 
1901, or with respect to religious instruction in any public or separate school 
as provided for in the said Ordinances.” 


2. In the appropriation by the Legislature or distribution by the Gov- 
ernment of the Province of any moneys for the support of schools organ- 
ized and carried on in accordance with the said Chapter 29, or any Act 
passed in amendment thereof or in substitution therefor, there shall be no 
discrimination against schools of any class described in the said Chapter 
29: 

3. Where the expression “‘by law” is employed in paragraph (3) of the 
said Section 93, it shall be held to mean the law as set out in the said 
Chapters 29 and 30; and where the expression “at the union” is employed 
in the said paragraph (3) it shall be held to mean the date at which this 
Act comes into force, 


EDUCATION 


93. In and for each Province the Legislature may exclusively make 
laws in relation to education, subject and according to the following pro- 
visions: 

1. Nothing in any such law shall prejudicially affect any right or privi- 
lege with respect to separate schools which any class of persons have at 
the date of the passing of this Act, under the terms of Chapters 29 and 30 
of the Ordinances of the North West Territories passed in the year 1901, 
or with respect to religious instruction in any public or separate school 
as provided for in the said Ordinances. 


2. All the powers, privileges and duties at the union by law conferred 
and imposed in Upper Canada on the separate schools and school trustees of 


the Queen’s Roman Catholic subjects shall be and the same are hereby ex- | 


tended to the dissentient schools of the Queen’s Protestant and Roman _— 


Catholic subjects in Quebec. 
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3. Where in any Province a system of separate or dissentient schools 
exists by law, i.e. (as set out in Chapters 29 and 380 of the Ordinances of the 
North West Territories passed in the year 1901), on the 1st day of Sep- 
tember, 1905 (the date at which The Alberta Act came into force), or is 
thereafter established by the Legislature of the Province an appeal shall 
lie to the Governor General in Council from any Act or decision of any 
Provincial authority affecting any right or privilege of the Protestant or 
Roman Catholic minority of the Queen’s subjects in relation to education. 


4. In case any such Provincial law as from time to time seems to the 
Governor General in Council requisite for the due execution of the provisions 
of this Section is not made or in case any decision of the Governor General 
in Council on any appeal under this Section is not duly executed by the 
proper Provincial authority in that behalf, then and in every such case and 
as far only as the circumstances of each case require, the Parliament of 
Canada may make remedial laws for the due execution of the provisions 
of this Section and of any decision of the Governor General in Council under 
this Section. 





CHAPTER 113 RS. OF GC. 1927, DOMINION LANDS ACT, 1908, C. 20. 
SCHOOL LANDS 


37. Sections 11 and 29, in every surveyed township in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, together with the gold and silver as well as other 
minerals contained therein are hereby set apart as an endowment for pur- 
poses of education and shall be designated school lands; and they are hereby 
withdrawn from the operations of the provisions of this Act which relate 
to entry for homestead or sale, and no right to obtain entry for homestead 
or to purchase shall be recognized in connection with the said sections, or 
any part of them... 


40. All moneys from time to time realized from the sale of school lands 
shall be invested in securities of Canada to form a school fund, and the 
interest arising therefrom, after deducting the costs of management, shall 
be paid annually to the Government of the Province within which such 
-lands are situate, towards the support of schools organized and carried on 
in accordance with the law of such province; and the moneys so paid shall 
be distributed for that purpose by the said Government in such manner as 
it seems expedient. 


CHAPTER 29 OF THE ORDINANCES OF THE NORTH-WEST 


TERRITORIES, 1901. 
Section 41— 

The minority of the ratepayers in any district whether Protestants 
or Roman Catholics may establish a separate school therein; and in such 
case ratepayers establishing such Protestant or Roman Catholic separate 
school shall be liable only to assessments of such rates as they shall impose 
upon themselves in respect thereof. (1911 C.75 S.41). 


PHS SeGHOOLMACT R.S,-OW A. 1922.00.51, 8.22. 


The minority of the ratepayers of any district whether Protestant or 
Roman Catholic, may establish a separate school therein; and in such case, 
the ratepayers establishing such Protestant or Roman Catholic separate 
school, shall be liable only to assessments of such rates as they impose upon 
themselves in respect thereof, and any person who is legally assessed or 
assessable for any separate school therein. 


The British North America Act, 1867, gave to the Legislature of each 
Province the exclusive right to make laws in relation to education subject 
to the limitation therein set forth. 


In 1901 Chapters 29 and 30 of the Ordinances of the North-West 

- Territories were passed making provision for the establishment of separate ~ 
schools by either Protestant or Roman Catholic minorities. When The 
Alberta Act was passed, Section 17 of The Alberta Act varied Section 95 
of The British North America Act, 1867, by restricting the general pro- 
vision in Section 93 forbidding the passing of any law by the Provincial 
Legislature which should prejudicially affect any right or privilege with 
respect to separate schools which any class of persons have by law at the

The proposal of the Dominion Government is that the words “but in ~ p 
compliance with the letter and spirit of the Constitution” be added after s 
the word “Province” at the end of Section 2 (a) of Chapter 69 of the 
Statutes of Alberta (1926), and my opinion is desired upon the following 
questions: 

1. Does the adoption of the proposed language strengthen the position. 
of anyone resisting an attack on Section 17 of The Alberta Act as being 
ultra vires of the Parliament of Canada? 


2. Does the adoption of the proposed language assist any minority (a) 
applying for remedial legislation under Section 93 of The British North 
America Act (1867) or (0) ‘attacking any Provincial Act that may here- 
after be passed affecting separate schools or doing away with them entirely 
or seeking to have the same disallowed by the Governor General in Council? 
(Hereafter where Section 93 of The British North America Act (1867) is 
mentioned it refers only to sub-sections 1, 2,3 and 4 of that section, being 
the sub-sections limiting the power of the Province to make laws in relation, F 
to education). ae 


I have had the benefit of reading the opinions you handed me upon the 
various matters therein dealt. with, including the opinion of Mr. F. H. > al 
Chrysler, K.C., as well as of Mr. W. S. Gray and Mr, R: A. Smith and my 
conclusions hereinafter mentioned are the result of the careful consideration 
not only of these opinions, but of the opinions of Mr. LaFleur, K.C., Mr. 
Tilley, K.C., and Mr. Chrysler, K.C., upon the general question whether 5 
Section 17 of The Alberta Act (1905) was ultra vires of the Parliament 
of Canada and the relevant statutes hereinafter referred to. 


‘In dealing with the questions above submitted it is clear that if Section 
17 of The Alberta Act (1905) is not in fact ultra vires of the Parliament 
of Canada the addition of the proposed language to Section 2 (a) of 
Chapter 69 is harmless and neither adds nor takes away from any rights _ ; 
anybody has in the premises, nor assists or otherwise any person in either ~ 
attacking or defending any Provincial Legislation that touches upon sep- — 
arate schools. It is only in the possible event of Section 17 of The Alberta 
Act being in fact ultra vires of the Parliament of Canada that any questions 
arise of the character submitted to me. : 


Upon the first of the above questions I unhesitatingly am of the opinion 3 
that the adoption of the proposed language does not strengthen the position - 
of anyone resisting an attack on Section 17 as ultra vires of the Parliament 
of Canada. I agree in this regard completely with what is contained in ¥ 
the opinions of Mr. Smith and Mr. Gray and it is unnecessary for me to é 
repeat the arguments and considerations so capably expressed by them in 
this regard. To come to any other conclusion would involve the adoption 
of the view that the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council would hold 
that the passing by the Imperial Parliament of a statute in the terms of 
the proposed Section 2 (a) with the proposed language included therein, 
would have the effect of conferring upon the Parliament of Canada the — 
power to pass Section 17 of The Alberta Act, which power did not exist x 
before the enactment of such an Act by the Imperial Parliament. When the aa 
matter is put in this way it appears too clear for argument that no such ‘ 
conclusion could be reached by any tribune. If there was no power in 1905_ : 
in the Dominion Parliament to pass Section 17 of The Alberta Act, it will cs 
surely be held that there is equally no power after the adoption by the 
Imperial Parliament of an act in the proposed terms. : Siete. 


_ _ The second question above set out in which my opinion has been asked 

is, however, a matter of much greater difficulty and much to my regret I 
cannot say that the opinion hereinafter expressed has been come to without = 
very considerable hesitation. The language that falls to be construed in this = 
regard, namely: “but in compliance with the letter and spirit of the Con- 
stitution” is not the character of language commonly found either in 
legislation or in agreements. It lacks the definiteness ind certainty in mean- 
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ing of language commonly used in legal documents. It is the language 
of a political convention and it is therefore not surprising to find that it 
is vague and uncertain in character. Its inclusion, however, in the agree- 
ment between the Government of Canada and the Province regarding the 
transfer of public lands, and in the addresses of both the Parliament of 
Canada and the Legislature of Alberta to the Imperial Parliament in the 
Act of the Imperial Parliament adopting these addresses and providing 
for the transfer of public lands conformable to the agreement including 
this language, makes it necessary that it be construed for the purpose of 
determining the proper answer to be given to the second question above 
submitted to me. 


In the first place let us be clear upon what is meant by the word 
“Constitution” in the proposed section. It is clearly a written Constitution, 
a written document, because the section speaks of the “letter” of the Con- 
stitution. What is that written document? I have no doubt that the word 
“Constitution” as used in the proposed section means The Alberta Act of 
1905. . It is, of course, true’ that by the terms of Section 3 of The Alberta 
Act: 

“The provisions of The British North America Acts, 1867 and 1886 
shall apply to the Province of Alberta in the same way and to the 
like extent as they apply to the provinces heretofore comprised 
in the Dominion, as if the said Province of Alberta had been one 
of the provinces originally united, except insofar as varied by this 
Act and except such provisions as are in terms made, or by reason- 
able intendment may be held to be specially applicable to or only 
to affect one or more and not the whole of the said provinces—”’ 


and consequently the provisions of The British North America Acts, 1867 
to 1886, are carried in by inference into The Alberta Act and in this way 
can be said to form part of the “Constitution” as that word is used in the 
proposed section, but that word itself in that section means The Alberta 
Act and no other Act, is my clear opinion. The Alberta Act was passed 
by the Parliament of Canada pursuant to the powers granted to that Par- 
liament by The British North America Act (1871). The second section 
of that Act is as follows: 


“2. The Parliament of Canada may from time to time establish new 
~ Provinces in any Territories forming for the time being part of the 
Dominion of Canada, but not included in any Province thereof, and 
may, at the time of such establishment, make provision for the Con- 
stitution and administration of any such Province, and for the 
passing of laws for the peace, order and good government of such 
Province, and for its representation in the said Parliament.” 


At the time of the establishment therefore of the Province of Alberta 
under the powers given in this Act, the Dominion Parliament made provision 
for the Constitution of the Province and those provisions are contained in 
The Alberta Act and in no other Act and it is to that Act as a matter of 
legal construction that the word “Constitution” in the proposed Section 
2 (a) refers. The recital of The Alberta Act itself makes this abundantly 


clear. 


It is, however, to The Alberta Act as the same may from time to time 
be amended, repealed, added to or interpreted by a competent authority 
that the word “Constitution” refers in the proposed section. Take an ex- 
ample: At the present time Section 17 of The Alberta Act forms part of 
that Act and has been declared by the Supreme Court of Canada to be 
within the power of the Parliament of Canada to pass. The educational 
policy of the Province and the laws in relation thereto are framed and 
administered having regard to Section 17 of the Act, but suppose that upon 
appeal to the Privy Council the decision of the Supreme Court of Canada 
were reversed and Section 17 of The Alberta Act were declared ultra vires 
of the Parliament of Canada, then the school laws of the Province would 
be administered without regard to Section 17 of The Alberta Act after the 
Privy Council as the final court of last resort had declared that it was ultra 


wires. In both cases, both before and after such a declaration by the Privy 


Council, the school laws of the Province would be and would have been ad- 
ministered “in compliance with the letter and spirit of the Constitution.” 

So far we are on firm ground. It is, however, when one comes to consider 
whether the adoption of the proposed language assists any minority either 
in applying for remedial legislation or seeking the disallowance of some 


_ future Provincial Act, that difficulty arises. In coming to a conclusion upon 


oe guess it must. be seut in mind that the proposed language forms 
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part of an agreement between the Government of Canada and the Govern- 
ment of the Province and must be read not only as it would be read in the 
statute but as it would be read in an agreement inter-partes. The question 
as so put, really resolves itself to my mind into this: Assume Section 17 
of The Alberta Act to have been declared ultra vires, would the insertion 
of the proposed language assist anybody whose interest lay in contending 
that Section 93 of The British North America Act (1867), applied to the 
Province so as to give a right of appeal for remedial legislation as in sub- 
sections 3 and 4 of Section 98 set out and even if that question were an- 
swered in the negative would the inclusion of the proposed language in 
Section 2 (a) help any person seeking to have Provincial legislation affect- 
ing or abolishing separate schools disallowed? The best consideration I 
have been able to give to the matter is that the inclusion of the language 
“but in compliance with the letter and spirit of the Constitution” at the end 
of the proposed Section 2 (a) would in fact assist any minority applying 
for remedial legislation under Section 93, or anybody attacking any Pro- 
vincial Act hereafter passed affecting separate schools or abolishing them 
in seeking to have the same disallowed by the Governor General in Council,: 
and my reasons for coming to that conclusion are as follows: 


The whole question, to my mind, revolves around the point as to whether, 
assuming Section 17 to be ultra vires, the language of Section 3 of The 
Alberta Act above quoted carries in Section 93 of The British North 
America Act, 1867, as applicable to Alberta. Looking at the exact language 
or “letter” of Section 93 of The British North America Act it certainly 
does not apply to Alberta, but on the contrary expressly applies only to the 
three Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick that formed 
the Union consummated in 1867. Looking at the language of Section 93 
alone there is no portion of it that refers to any other province than a prov- 
ince that is being united with other provinces by force of the Act of 1867 
and at that time. The words ‘at the union” appear a great many times 
in The British North America Act of 1867, and it does seem to me to be 
open to question that these words in Section 93 as in the numerous other 
places in the Act of 1867, where they appear, refer to the date of 1867, when 
the union of the three original provinces was by the Act consummated. 
Looking therefore only at the exact language of Section 93, it would be a 
section of the Act of 1867, which is “specially applicable to and only to 
affect one or more and not the whole of the said provinces” (see Section 3 
of The Alberta Act), and therefore would not be applicable to the Province 
of Alberta and in this view there would be no right conferred upon any 
minority by sub-sections 3 and 4 of Section 93 to appeal to the Governor 
General in Council or to ask for remedial legislation. It equally follows 
that if this view were held and taken, any remedial laws passed as a result 
of such appeal would be ultra vires of the Dominion Parliament. When, 
however, one reads Section 93 of the Act of 1867 along with the provisions 
of Section 3 of The Alberta Act above quoted and especially with that por- 
tion of Section 3 which states that the provisions of The British North 
America Acts of 1867 and 1886 are to apply to the Province of Alberta “in 
the same way and to like extent as they apply to the provinces heretofore 
composed in the Dominion as if the said Province of Alberta had been one 
of the provinces originally united; and when as provided for in The Im- 
perial Act of 1886, the British North America Acts of 1867 and 1871 ~ 
are to be construed together as one Act and when one considers that 
it is by force of the Act of 1871 that The Alberta Act containing the 
above mentioned language is passed by the Dominion Parliament and 
when moreover one considers that the general trend of the legislation as 
appearing in these Acts and as appearing in The Alberta Act, appears 
to look to the protection of minorities insofar as separate schools are 
concerned that existed immediately before the bringing of those provinces 
into confederation, then, as it seems to me, a very strong argument might | 
be based upon the contention that while the “letter” of Section 93 did S 
not include the Province of Alberta, the “spirit” of the legislation as a 
whole and especially of The Alberta Act as above quoted looks to Section — 
95 being applicable to the Province of Alberta and therefore giving a right ~ 7 
of appeal and remedial legislation as in sub-sections 3 and 4 of Section 93 _ 
mentioned. I am not unmindful of the fact that what I have said above ~ 
might be regarded as a very good argument to support the view that Section 
93 would be applicable to the Province of Alberta in the event of Section 17 
of The Alberta Act being declared ultra vires without the proposed language 
appearing at all at the end of sub-section 2 (a), but what I have been asked 
to advise upon is whether the presence of that language assists any minority _ 
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applying for such remedial legislation or seeking disallowance as above 


-mentioned and I cannot help but conclude that its presence does assist in 


this regard; in other words, that the addition of the suggested language 
to Section 2. (a) makes it just that much easier for an interested party to 
contend that one must have regard in deciding whether Section 93 is 
applicable to the Province of Alberta, not so much to the express “letter” 
of Section 93 as the same appears in the Act of 1867, as to the “spirit” 
of the Constitution as shown especially in Section 3 of The Alberta Act 
above quoted. 


Categorically, therefore, my answers to the questions submitted to me 
are as follows: 


1. The adoption of the language suggested by the Dominion Government 
does not strengthen the position of any one resisting an attack on Section 
17 as ultra vires of the Parliament of Canada. 

2. The adoption of this language, however, does assist any minority 
either applying for remedial legislation under Section 93 or seeking dis- 
allowance of any Provincial Act hereafter passed affecting separate schools 
or abolishing the same.

Dear Sir: 
Since writing you on the 18th instant, I have, after consideration, 


arrived at the conclusion that the words “but in compliance with the letter 
and spirit of the Constitution” have a meaning and should receive attention. 


I have re-written the opinion which I forwarded on the 19th instant, 
and forwarded you another by special delivery on the 21st instant. Please 
therefore disregard my letter of the 19th, and substitute the one of the 21st. 


If you will look at the procedure, under Section 93, you will see that 
there is a right of appeal to any minority constituting a class of persons 
who are injuriously affected by legislation not in accordance with the statu- 
tory provisions which are applicable in the particular case, these being the 
Acts referred to in Section 17. 

If, as I think, it may be fairly argued, that sub-sections 3 and 4, 
Section 93 may be made applicable if the rights given to any minority by 
The Alberta Act are infringed by the clause now under consideration, the 
remedies given are: 

(1) The right of appeal to the Governor in Council under sub-section 3. 

(2) The right of the Governor in Council to make such appeal effective 
by a remedial order and to be followed, if necessary, by remedial legislation 
of the Parliament of Canada. 


This conclusion depends entirely upon the meaning which may be given 


‘by the Courts to the amending words, if accepted in the form proposed.
